ville all day, and-had the Louisville 
letriori in readiness for marching orders 
The militia was callerl out after the close 
of the polls, to enforce an injunction 
granted by a local judge, but the pres- 
ence of the militia was not needed, and 
the companies were soon ordered back 
to the armory. 


Chairman • Long of the 
Republican 


campaign committee saya that Taylor's 
plurality will not be less than 15,000. This 
estimate, he says, is based upon the re- 
turns received from a majority of the 
counties in the state. 


Governor Bradley estimates Taylor's 


plurality at from 15.000 to 18,000. 


A plurality of 7000 is conceded by many 


Democratic leaders, while some of the 
more faithful are claiming a plurality 
of 5000 for Goebel. The estimated plu- 
rality of the most sanguine Democratic 
leaders is based upon returns from the 
Interior of the state, which probably 
will be overcome by the strong Republi- 
can counties.

MARYLAND. 


Baltimore. Nov. 8.—Returns thus far 


indicate that the Republicans of Mary- 
land have been overwhelmingly defeated 
and that John Walker Smith, the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, has been elected by a 
majority, variously estimated at from 
10,000 to 15,000. 
There is also a reason- 


able certainty that the lower house of 
the general assembly will be Demo- 
cratic by a large majority, and that the 
Democrats will elect enough state sen- 
ators to overcome the Republican ad- 
vantage among the hold-over senators, 
thereby controlling: both branches of the 
legislature. 


The Democrats are -wild with enthu- 


siasm, while the Republicans are corre- 
spondingly depressed over the result, 
which they are inclined to attribute to 
treachery among the followers of Mayor 
Malster and United States Senator Well- 
ington. The latter has taken no part in 
the campaign, and has not hesitated, 
since his resignation as chairman of the 
state central committee- a few weeks 
ago, to predict the overwhelming defeat 
of the Republican ticket. 
The gold 


Democrats, as an organization, sup- 
ported Governor Lowndes, but this 
seems to have had but little, If any, ef- 
fect on the result. 


Llyod Wilkinson, secretary of the 


Democratic state central committee, 
made the following statement regarding 
the result of the election: "Mr. Smith's 
majority in the state will be from 14,- 
000 t" 15,000, with a majority In both 
houses of the legislature. 
The result 


shows clearly that the Democrats were 
thoroughly united, and that the Repub- 
licans wera divided In Baltimore city 
and in several counties. National issues 
were not considered In the contest. The 
nominees of the Democratic state con- 
vention were, satisfactory to Democrats 
generally, and the Way they were nom- 
inated met with general-approval. The 
result of the election shows that Mary- 
land is a Democratic state whenever the 
party is united. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


Boston, Nov. 8.—The Republicans 


carried Massachusetts by 85,000 votes and 
W. Murray Crane of -DaUo-n will be the 
next governor. The entire Republican 
state ticket was elected1 by- practically 
the same plurality as the head of the 
ticket, and the legJsVature o* 1900 Will 
also be Republican by the usual large 
majority, there being few changes in 
either branch. 


The total vote for .governor/, with one 


town missing, was a» follows: 


W. Murray Crane (Rep.), 168,846. 
Robert Treat Paine,-Jr. (D*m.>, 103,812. 
The result of the election was highly 


gratifying to the Republicans,.despite 
the fact that the vote for their candidate 
showed a falling off of 11 percent from 
last year. On the other hand,' the Demo- 
crats expected to holdi their own and 
were therefore somewhat disappointed 
with their 4 percent loss. The election 
in Boston, however, made up materially 
for the decline in the vote outside, and 
the Democrats are rejoicing that the 
city, after a three years' absence, is once 
more in the Democratic column. Last 
year Governor Wolcott carried Boston 
by over 1000, but this year it went Demo- 
cratic by 6191. 


The expansion question apparently 


played little part in the election, and 
Senator Herbert C. Parsons of Green- 
field, where the question was an issue 
before the people, was defeated. 
Mr. 


Parsons ran independently and was as- 
sisted in his campaign by a number of 
anti-imperialists from this city. 


There were but few surprises through- 


out the state, and party lines were 
more strictly drawn than is ordinarily 
the case. 


The senate of 1900 will stand 31 Repub- 


licans to 9 Democrats, and the house 
166 Republicans. 70 Democrats, 2 gold 
Democrats and 2 Independents. 
This 


shows a loss of two Republican senators 
and three Republican representatives. 
In addition to these three Republican 
places, the Democrats this year also have 
filled two seats occupied by Indepen- 
dents last year. The Democrats of the 
First 
Middlesex senatorial 
district 


elected their candidate for the first time. 
The Socialists lost a representative in 
Haverhlll but a member'-of that party 
was chosen from the Fourth- Plymouth 
district, thereby giying them .the same 
quota as last year. 
The Socialists at 


Haverhill made up for their loss by giv- 
ing the candidate for governor a greater 
vote than that received by the Demo- 
cratic nominee. 
In other parts of the 


etate the Socialistic doctrine- was given 
some Indorsement. 


The Democrats, had- no- difficulty In 


carrying the city of Bcston. 
For the 


past three years the city has indorsed 
the Republican candidate-for governor, 
but this year, Robert T- Paine, Jr., the 
Democratic nominee, received a plurality 
of 6196 over J. M. Crane, Republican. 


Palne's total vofe was 32,692 and Crane 


received 26,396. Last year Wolcott 
(Rep.) carried the city by a plurality of 
1897 over Bruce (Dem.). These figures 
show a loss for Crane from Wolcott'f 
vote of 7179 and a gain' for Paine over 
Bruce's total of 914. 


The Decrease in the Grane vote is 


partly due to the fact that he come? 
from the western pfcrt of the state, and 
did not have the local popularity that 
Wolcott had.

The election passed off quietjy, com- 


paratively little interest being taken by 
the Republicans, while the Democrats

PLANS OF THE BOERS 


Said to Have Been Drawn Up 


by European General 


, Nov. 8.—The Standard's cor- 


respondent at Luxembourg gives de- 
tails of the Boer plan of campaign, which 
was drawn up, he asserts, by "a general 
of European reputation." 


Dr. Leyds obtained from several gen- 


erals in Germany and Belgium, as well 
as Holland, a. series of highly interest- 
ing plans, although there is no reason 
to believe that the general whose plan 
was selected even imagined that it would 
be put into execution. 


Tbe Natal portion Included the seiz- 


ure of the coast railway, north of Dur- 
ban, by an attack through Zululand, or 
by way of Greytown and Umboti. Thus 
throughout Natal offensive tactics were 
suggested, but in the Orange Free State 
the plan proposed a defensive policy, 
based on the strategical advantage given 
by the position of the Orange Free State 
on the flank of the railway north of De 
Aar Junction, and trusting to the Orange 
river and the obstruction of the railway 
bridges to induce the British to advance 
through Kimberley to Bloemfontein, or 
through Mafeking and Pretoria. 


The Boers are advised, in the scheme, 


not to oppose either of these movements 
In. their earlier stagfes, but to operate 
on the line of communications, namely 
150 miles from De Aar to Kimberley, and 
200 miles from Kimberley to Mafeking. 


Dr. Leyds has been assured that if the 


Boera can hold out 12 months, the Eu- 
ropean powers will intervene. 
It is 


perfectly clear, therefore, that the only 
way to disconcert their plans. Is, at all 
costa, to obtain the right to dispatch a 
third army corps to Delogoa bay. 


Dispatches from the front have rent 


the vail of gloom enveloping-Ladysmith, 
showing the British garrison not merely 
standing on the dogged defensive, but 
executing'a series of brilliant forties. 
Accounts from different sources agree

•helling of the Boer laager," was unduly 
modest. 


It appears that General White sent a 


strong force of cavalry and infantry to 
attack the Boers at Tatham's farm, 
about ]C miles to the northwest, near 
Besters, and apparently achieved a sur- 
prise, the Boers being caught on the 
open veldt and cut to pieces and their 
camp captures. Encouraged by this suc- 
cess, General White decided to risk an 
even more important engagement on the 
following day, which was again justified 
by success. 


Ladysmith had been isolated and a 


Boer force had intercepted the railway 
between Ladysmith and Colenso. This 
force on Friday had descended! upon 
Colenso and, as shown by the dispatches 
from Estoourt, having compelled a 
hurried abandonment of Colenso and a 
retirement of the British to Es»tcourt. 


General White had ascertained' that the 


Boers were attacking Colenso, but he 
was not aware of the British retirement. 
He had determined, therefore, to attack 
the Boerg in the rear, thus hoping to 
achieve the double object of drawing an 
attack upon th» weak garrison of Colenso 
and, possibly, of reopening communica- 
tion southward. The Boers had ad- 
vanced southward until they had occu- 
pied the hills north of Tugela river and 
dominating Colenso otr the other side of 
the stream. The hill slopes to a plain 
that reaches the banks of the Tugela. 


General White's division caught the 


Boers in the rear and, after the hills had 
been 
shelled, 
the British 
infantry 


stormed the position. Meanwhile the 
British cavalry swept round the hills, 
and, 
as the retreating enemy descended 


into the plain with British bayonets be- 
hind them and the river in front of them, 
they were charged by the cavalry anti 
seemed to have perished almost to a 
man. The British then returned' to 
Ladysmith without coming into touch 
with theColensagarrison, which had re- 
tired to Estcourt. 


Sunday's dispatch'from Estcourt, h»w7 
ever, showed that an armored train hafl 
been sent back to Colenso to repair the 
line, and the next news may possibly 1 
of the restoration of communication 
with Ladysmith. 


While the British troops were thus en- 


gaged in successful endeavors to wipe 
out- the Nicholsons Nek disaster, the 
situation inside Ladysmith as shown by 
an official dispatch from the general at 
Estcourt was most satisfactory, en- 
couraging a hope that General White 
may yet completely retrieve his shaken 
reputation, and that his force may- 
emerge triumphant from the ordeal 
through which it is now passing.

dated Saturday evening: "Widespread 
rumors of both Dutch a»4 native origin 
have been current slm;p yesterdaj' (Fri- 
day) that, during a reconnaissance from 
Ladysmith northward, toward Mata- 
wana Hoek and Nicholson's Nek, the 
British troops engaged the en«my.

In his line today, and that the Boers now 
have only outposts at Colenso. Run- 
ners are bringing the names of the Boer* 
who were killed and wounded outside 
Ladysmith, and their reports have 
caused much mourning among the rela- 
tives. 


According to special dispatches from 


Estcourt the Boers on Thursday asked 
a da.y's,armdstice. General White agreed 
to this; on condition that they would 
make no movement. The British mili- 
tary balloon, however, detected the Boers 
massing to the south, and General Wnite 
thereupon renewed the attack. 


Boer reports have reached Cape Town 


to the effect that on the arrival at Jo- 
hannesburg of the naws of the Boer re- 
verse at Elandslaagte the whole Rand 
special police force was sent to the front 
with guns from Johannesburg fort, the 
fortress being left with only one gun and 
a garrison of 20 men. 


The men of the Eighteenth Hussars 


Who were captured at Dundee first took 
refuge in a Kaffir kraal, where they 
fought stubbornly, only surrendering 
after four Krupp shells had exploded in 
the kraal. 


A large Boer force has been sent to 


reinforce-General Schalk Burger on the 
Tuli border. The Boers have repaired 
the railway between Volksrust and 
Newcastle. 


News has just arrived from Mafeking 


showing that up to Oct. 25 the Boera 
continued the bombardment, firing as 
many as 300 shells in 36 hours, though, 
causing but little damage and wound- 
ing only four men. 


That day they closed in all around'the 


town, and made a determined attempt to 
rush it. 
The garrison turned out to a 


man, and delivered a terrific rifle and 
Maxim fire, which speedily stampeded 
the Boers, who were driven over mines 
which exploded and scattered them in all 
directions. 
It is believed at Mafeking 


that the Boeo-s suffered heavily, and is 
not likely to make another attempt to 
etorm the town. 


E-vidently more detailed! re-ports of 


General "White's doings at Ladysmith 
must be received before the public will 
be able to form a clear idea of what has 
happened. Reports from various sources 
show that another important recon- 
naissance or engagement occurred on 
Saturday to the south of Ladysmith, 
and a Cape Town newspaper reports 
that 2000 Boers were captured there. 


The suggestion of General Buller, in 


his dispatch to the war office on Sunday, 
that the name of 'General French had 
been given by mistake for that oif Colon«l 
Brocklehurst in advices to him by pigeon 
post from Durban, is now explained by 
a dispatch from Pietermaritzburg, which 
says that General French has left Dur- 
ban for Caps Colony. Evidently General 
Suiter was aware of this. 


While the British have retired from 


Stormbeng Junction they appear to have 
no intention of giving up Naauw Poort 
at the junction of the lines from De Aar 
and Colesberg, for it would be a practi- 
cal renunciation of an advance into the 
Orange Free State directly from the 
south. On the whole, it would appear 
that an entirely new plan of campaign 
from that originally intended will have 
been necessitated by the unexpected 
turn the war has taken in Natal and the 
uncertainty respecting the attitude of 
the Cape Colony Afrikanders. 


As was to be expected the British after 


having evacuated Colenzo are preparing 
to make a stand at Estcourt, covering 
the railway issuing from 
the pass 


through the Mooi range of hills north of 
Pietermaritzburg; 
but 
it 
appears 


doubtful that the Boers will make a fur- 
ther advance southward while Lady- 
smith holds out. The country bet-ween 
the Tugela and the Mooi hills is com- 
paratively open and favorable to the 
operations 'of cavalry anfl Sight artillery, 
which the Boers are not in a position to 
expose themselves to; they will there- 
fore probably confine themselves to the 
defense of the line of the upper Tugela, 
which the proclamation of the President 
of the Orange- Free State annexing north- 
ern Natal makes the southern boundary 
of the annexed territory.

HEN General Castro entered 
Caracas, the republic of Ven- 
ezuela once more became the 
center of attraction in South 


America, for it was seen that another 
change was to take place in that land 
where governments are made and un- 
made in a day. Now that the dust, as 
It were, has settled down once more on 
the 
last 
act 
of 
the Venezuelan 


•boundary dispute, and now that feel- 
Ing and bias have become a thing 
of the past, it is interesting to look into 
the result of this historical example of 
the operation of arbitration as a means 
of settling international disputes to see 
just what the outcome has been. In 
the first place, jt must be remembered 
that all the long and complicated nego- 
tiations about the Venezuelan boundary 
were carried on under the rules laid 
down and approved by the peace con- 
ference, and so might be called the first 
actual experiment since the sitting of 
the conference at The* Hague in sub- 
stituting the olive branch for the Max- 
im gun. 


After four months of patient discus- 


the satisfaction with which Venezuela 
seemed to accept the ruling of the board 
of arbitration in the matter has tended 
to quell any voices of protest that 
might otherwise have arisen. 
The 


chief part of the text of the award was 
to the effect that the boundary line, 
starting from the coast at Point Playa, 
shall run in a straight line to the River 
Barima at its juncture with the River 
Muruma, and .thence along the mid- 
stream of the latter river to its source. 
Prom that point the boundary shall 
continue to the junction of the River 
Haiowa with the Amakuru, and thence 
along the midstream of the Amakuru 
to its source in the Imataka- ridge, and 
thence again in a southwesterly direc- 
tion along the highest ridge of the spur 
of the Imataka mountains opposite to 
the source of the Barima. From there 
it shall run along the summit of the

A DEMOCRATIC CITY 


"With, all due respect to our democrat- 


ic friends we feel called upon, as a re- 
publican newspaper, to point out that 
North Adams appears to be fast be- 
coming a democratic city. Yesterday 
North Adams was carried by Chase fen- 
senator and Brown and Crowley for 
representatives, all democrats. It was 
only by the assistance of republican 
Clarksburg1 that tthis representative 
district was saved from democratic rep- 
resentation In the next legislature. This 
should not be so. North Adams Is a 
republican city, but she is now suffer- 
ing from the antagonisms of republican 
leaders. It has been impossible for a 
year or more for the republican party 
of this city to present a united front, 
and there ia no very bright prospects 
for the future. The result of all this 
is unsatisfactory nominations, men 
who do not appeal to party pride, stir 
up party enthusiasm nor command any- 
thing like party support Unless the 
republican party of this city wants to 
continue downward it had better stop 
its present fooling. It had better at- 
tempt to rise to its old-time dignity 
and usefulness and become the sponsor 
for good men for office. 


THE LESSON IN PARSONS' DEFEAT 


The defeat of Senator Parsons was 


deserved and decisive enough to serve 
notice on the "anti-imperialists" that 
their doctrines do not contain the faith 
of Massachusetts. There need be no 
disguising the facts. Parsons was de- 
feated and defeated badly all things 
considered. The fight In his district was 
a fight on national issues more than 
any other fight In Massachusetts. We 
were all told repeatedly that the re- 
publicans of this state, particularly of 
the Franklin-Hampshire senatorial dis- 
trict, were opposed to the policy cf 
President McKinley. The democratic 
party Is the national opponent of this 
policy. So Parsons had all the force of 
the democrats and all the force of the 
republicans who repudiate McKinley 
and, having these, lost and lost heavily. 
It will be utterly silly. In the face of 
Parsons' defeat, to talk any more about 
Massachusetts going back on the na- 
tional policy. Not only will the repub- 
licans as a party not do, but the de- 
mocrats, reinforced by the recreant re- 
publicans, cannot swerve Massachu- 
setts from the administration column. 


THE RESULT IN OHIO 


If Anywhere yesterday the question 


of the national policy entered largely 
Into a state election It was in Ohio, and 
even la that state there were many 
obscuring issues. The presence of 
"Golden Rule" Jones in the contest for 
the governorship as a third and inde- 
pendent candidate disturbed the calcu- 
lations and put the results In doubt un- 
til the votes were counted. Jones, with 
his kaleidoscopic socialism and his pres- 
tige earned in Toledo, appealed to a 
"trgo per cent of the city vote, which 


' naturally follows such golden fleeces as 


down bard, according; to late returns, 
receiving no more than 100,000 votes for 
hla promise to usher in the everlasting 
day, and Chairman Dick claims 60,000 
plurality for Judge Nash, the republi- 
can candidate for governor. This plu- 
rality exceeds McKinley'B and doubles 
Busnnell's. 
Basing 
conclusions on 


these later returns it would seem that 
the national policy has not been re- 
buked, that, on the contrary, it has 
been endorsed. The Springfield Repub- 
ican, no longer an interpreterof events, 
but a special pleader for a theory, 
rushes to write down the "rebuke" to 
the administration in the Ohio election. 
It looks as if the later figures have a 
surprise in store for the Republican and 
that that contorionist newspaper ivlll 
have to perform another twist to keep 
up the exhibition.

' Dealer*' Horses—A New Exhibit. 


Horsemen are now centering their 


attention upon the coming national 
horsejjthow, to be soon held in Madison 
Square? Garden, in New York, and the 
changes in the rules and regulations 
and conditions of entry are being wide- 
ly discussed. 
The prize list, which 


makes provision for 110 classes and 
premiums aggregating $32,000, shows 
some distinct innovations and improve- 
ments which will no doubt meet the 
approbation of exhibitors and regular 
showgoers, says the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. 


The new rule, No. 7, requires ex- 


hibitors to fully describe their horses 
on the entry blanks, which would seem 
to indicate that the catalogue this year 
will contain particulars of the breed- 
ing of all horses entered. Rule 8 rele- 
gates all winners of first prizes at 
previous shows to the championship 
contests this year, which will give 
newcomers a better chance in the open 
classes than they have ever before en- 
joyed. Rule 23 prohibits the publish- 
ing of sale price of exhibits in the cata- 
logue. This puts a stop to exhibitors 
making use of the body of the show 
catalogue as an advertising medium 
for animals they wish to dispose of. 
Rule 30, requiring the rider of a horse 
to display on his back a card bearing 
the, horse's catalogue number, might 
well have been extended to require the 
carrying of another placard in front, 
as with only one card, displayed it is 
impossible for spectators to keep track 
of the exhibits. 
The same method 


might be required in the carriage horse 
classes and Exhibits of breeding ani- 
mals. The compulsory veterinary ex- 
amination of horses exhibited in the 
breeding classes before such exhibits 
come before the judges might well be 
extended to all other animals. 


The new rule to expedite and secnra 


uniformity in judging is commendable. 
Horses after going a few circuits ol 
the ring—say, not exceeding five—will 
be brought to a stand. Ineligible en- 
tries will then be allowed to leave the 
ring or be placed in a bunch at the 
eastern end of the arena. Possible win- 
ners will then be drawn up at the west- 
ern end and tried out rapidly. This 
will permit of horsemen following in- 
telligently the operations of the judges. 


The holding of preliminary trials ct 


hunters, jumpers and saddle horses 
during the morning hours, in order to 
weed out ineligible entries In the large 
classes, will be carried ont this year, 
as last. The rule requiring judges ol 
harness horses to look for "true ac- 
tion" has been retained, and wisely! as 
it tends to prevent the awarding ol 
prizes to horses that cross their front 
feet and straddle behind, such as was 
deplored years ago. 


Heavy harness horses of tbe fashion- 


able variety will this year, as for sev- 
eral seasons past, dominate the show, 
there being 33 classes reserved foi 
them, and the winners will have cups 
and cash prizes to the amount of $9,300 
divided among them. The most notice- 
able change in the prize list occurs ID 
this department—viz, that this year 
there are to be four classes reserved 
for dealers' entries, and the entries in 
this section cannot appear in the regu- 
lar open classes. This and the fact that 
additional classes have been provided 
for novices and further that aU firs* 
prize winners at previous shows must 
this year appear In the championship 
contests, no doubt accounts for the 
large entry made by newcomers. 


The so called high stepping classes 


included in last year's programme have 
this year been dispensed with, which 
will be hailed as a distinct improve- 
ment as obviating the confusing dupli- 
cation of entries in class after class, as 
Witnessed at previous shows. 
This 


year the heavy harness horses required 
to "go a good pace" will not recur in 
classes reserved for horses of the ultra 
etylish kind as frequently as hereto- 
fore. While this change does not ac- 
tually point to the ultimate acceptation 
of a single entry for each horse, yet It 
is the first move toward the narrowing 
down of the system now in vogue for 
the classification of horses accordirg 
to their standard of height, which per- 
mits of a horse first appearing in a 
runabout wagon, then in a gig or dog 
cart, then in the lead of a tandem, 
again as one of a pair to phaeton or 
brougham and, lastly, as a wheeler to 
a coach. Under the height system it 
has been possible for one horse to win 
a prize in all these classes, which la 
tantamount to declaring that one horse 
can do everything equally well. 


The most popular class in the heavy 


harness department of tbe show is that 
In which typical gig horses appear in 
competition for the Waldorf-Astoria 
challenge cup, valued at $500. With 
the increased amateur entry this year 
this class will no doubt prove the most 
enjoyable feature of the show, as it 
certainly deserves to be, as belgg the 
only competition in which "type for 
definite purpose," as distinguished from 
"height standard," Is given ample con- 
sideration. The cap must be won three 
times by the same exnibitor before be- 
coming his property. In 1807 Joseph 
E. Widener's chestnut, gelding Von 
Harbinger won It and was afterward 
sold to go to Europe. Last year Albert 
C. Bostwick's Lady Ursula took the 
prize. This mare died early In the pres- 
ent year. A newcomer winning every 
year lends zest to this contest. 


There will be only one class for thor- 
oughbreds this yeui-—Uiut for stallions 
8 years old or over, breeding and rac- 
ing qualities to be considered. It is a 
pity that our national show Is unable 
to present an exhibit of stallions suit- 
able for getting hunters and saddle 
horses, both of which class of horse la 
open to improvement by fresh infusion 
of thoroughbred blood. 


In tbe department for trotters the 


class for racing stallions introduced 
last year has been retained, and this, 
with the breeding classes, driving, 
roadster and novice classes, makes up

with prizes aggregating $6,395. There 
is no class for pacers this year, last 
year's exhibit not being large enough 
to warrant the outlay. 


Hackneys have been apportioned $3,- 


960, 
including the challenge cup of 


$250, for stallions, the champion prize 
for mares and the breeder's challenge 
cup, valued at $500, offered by Mitchell 
Harrison, 
for registered 
hackneys 


shown ill harness. This last is a dis- 
tinct and highly commendable Innova- 
tion and will tend to bring the hackney 
once again before the public as a typi- 
cal heavy harness horse. Approved 
specimens of this breed carried off the 
bulk of the harness prizes at the shows 
of 1890, 1891, 1892 and 1893, but have 
since been eclipsed by horses of trot- 
ting lineage. As these two breeds are 
forming the basis of the stylish har- 
ness horse of the futtire, It is requisite 
that breeders of the hackney should 
come forward with a large entry of 
their stock in order that It shall hold 
the reputation it earned several years 
ago. 
The elimination of tbe junior 


championships in the hackney depart- 
ment is a good move, as champion- 
ship prizes were becoming far too com- 
mon. 


The class for half breeds, that is to 


say, stallions of any breed, showrn with 
their progeny out of all kinds of mares, 
is retained. French coach horses will 
be confined to one class this year—viz, 
that for stallions three years or over, 
kept for service. In view of all that hao 
been written about this breed and tbe 
vast amount of good it has accom- 
plished, it is astonishing that a larger 
exhibit cannot be arranged at Ameri- 
ca's premier show: 


There will be no exhibit of heavy 


draft horses and none of delivery 
horses and wagons this year. That 
heavy draft horses do not appear is 
not wonderful in view af the fact that 
breeding operations are mostly carried 
on in remote western districts, but that 
a good exhibit of delivery turnouts 
cannot be arranged Is a reflection on 
the large concerns of the metropolis 
who use in connection with their busi- 
ness some cf 'the finest horses and ve- 
hicles in the world. The exhibit has, 
however, partaken of much of the fla- 
vor of advertising and is perhaps as 
well dispensed with. At the same time 
the growing and remunerative market 
for horses of a gpod stamp which the 
stables of commercial concerns afford 
should not be overlooked. 


Ponies are well taken care of In 19 


classes—breeding, harness, saddle and 
polo—and their prizes will aggregate 
$3,145. The two classes provided for 
polo ponies able to carry respectively 
medium and heavy weights and able 
to demonstrate their cleverness in this 
inspiriting game are to be highly com- 
mended as bringing before the public 
the kind of material which sportsmen 
delight in. 


There are 23 classes for saddle horses 


and hunters and jumpers, the first hav- 
ing $2,135 apportioned to them, and the 
two latter together accounting for 
$4,880, which, with the classification 
for light, medium and heavy weight 
carriers, will thoroughly exploit this 
class of horse as suitable for pleasure 
and sport. The high jump approximat- 
ing 6 feet 6 inches has been retained as 
a spectacular feature as heretofore. 
Whether or not the '.cnce bars will be 
rigidly attached to uprights this year, 
the top bar plain or edged with furze, 
and the jumps facing to left or right, 
cannot yet be ascertained. Solid fences 
in tie show ring are looked upon by 
some as extremely dangerous, while 
others declare they make the horses 
jump better and higher. As perform- 
ance in a show ring has little bearing 
upon a horse's ability to follow hounds 
in the hunting field and is at best a 
spectacular feature, collapsible fences 
would seem to meet all requirements. 
Anything that tends to reduce the pos- 
sibility of accident will surely meet 
with popular favor. 


As no show would be complete with- 


out a parade of New York's "finest" po- 
lice force, the parade of police horses 
and officers has been retained, with the 
first prizes placed at $200, the second 
at $100 and the third at $50 as hereto- 
fore. 


A new exhibit which should be high- 


ly appreciated is that ^bich includes 
horses suitable as chargers for military 
officers and horses suitable for the 
cavalry service. Five hundred and 
twenty dollars has been set apart for 
the prizes in this department, and.the 
entry should be large and representa- 
tive.

DELICACIES POfi OFFICERS' MESS, 


Provisions Tkat Have Gone to th» 


Promt For 
Commanders of 
the 


Guards—Description of Ladysmitfe. 
HOTT Some South African Towns 
Were Named — Festivities at Ktm- 
berley. 
The officers of the guards who have 


gone to Soi*h Africa do not intend to 
have their campaign diet restricted to 
salt horse, canned beef and other well 
known delicacies of wartime. They 
are firm believers in the efficacy of 
fighting on a full stomach, and they 
further 
believe that the stomach 


should be well filled in every sense o( 
the word. 
Consequently they have 


taken with them 400 cases of food 
and drink not provided for in the 
army regulations, each case containing 
100 pounds of things good to eat and 
drink. Here are a few of the things 
that have gone to the front: Wine and 
spirits, including many cases of cham- 
pagne, pressed beef, tongues, sausages, 
essence of coffee, compressed tea, to- 
bacco, chickens, curried fowl, curried 
prawns, chocolates, curried rabbits, 
jams of every kind, "sparklets" for 
their "B and S" and quantities of other 
things. This first shipment is meant 
to last but two months, and at the end 
of that time another will be made, the 
next one to include plum puddings for 
the Christmas dinner, and it is the 
boast of the guards that they will pro- 
vide the Christmas pudding for Ooia 
Paul's table. There seems to be some- 
thing ominous in that boast 


This is not the first time that Lady- 


smith has. been the center of military 
preparations. In the Zulu war a part of 
the English troops was quartered there 
for several months. Again in 1880 it 
was an active military center, but nev- 
er have so many troops been there as 
Sir George White has now, and never 
has the town been threatened by war 
as it is now. It is a pretty place in its 
normal conditions, pastoral and simple. 
Some good sized stores, a few hotels, a 
good many saloons, a rather imposing 
railway station and a big bare market 
place where the Indian traders congre- 
gate make up the business portion. It 
has been . favorite place of residence 
for the families of the English ofllcers 
quartered in South Africa, as the air is 
clear and cool and all the conditions 
most favorable for the raising of chil- 
dren. 


The origin of the names of some of 


the towns In Cape Colony and Nata[ 
which are at present so prominently 
attracting public attention are of inter- 
est Durban Is named from Sir Benja- 
min Durban, who was governor of ttu 
Cape in 1834. Grahamstown and Har- 
rismith are named respectively from 
military commanders—Colonel Graiiam 
and Colonel Sir Harry Smith. Caledon, 
Beaufort, Somerset and Cradock are 
named from former governors—the 
Earl of Caledon, Lord Charles Somer- 
set and Sir Jobs Cradock (Lord How- 
den). The towns of Ladysmitb, Port 
Elizabeth and Lady Grey are called 
after the wives of Cape governors. 
Klmberley is named after the Earl of 
Kimberley, who was colonial secretary 
from 1870 to 1874, when that town ad- 
vanced from the position of a mush- 
room camp to that of a permanent min- 
ing center. 


Klmberley, the center of the diamond 


mining district, was gay and festive al- 
most up to the time that the Boers ap- 
peared on its outskirts. The chief oc- 
casion of the festivities was the open- 
Ing of the new town hall, which was 
celebrated by a great fancy dress ball. 
It is recorded that the mayor, R. H. 
Henderson, appeared as Henry VIII, in 
a magnificent suit of crimson velvet, 
with white satin facings and gold 
braid, richly jeweled. His crimson vel- 
vet cap was surmounted, by a flowing 
ostrich plume and his shoes, as became 
the- mayor of Kimberley, were bright 
with diamonds. His wife, the lady 
mayoress, was beautiful as the "City 
of London by Night," and she not only 
wore Tnany diamonds, but was made 
brilliant by real incandescent lights.

Albany 
railroad 


company has decided to rave a portion 
of its yard in this city and the work

The Pardon of F. A. Hobbs 


There Is much local Interest In the 


petition, to secure the pardon of F. A, 
Hobbs, the defaulting ex-receiver of 
the Stockbridge savings bank, which, 
as reported in the Transcript yesterday 
will soon be brought before Governor 
Wolcott. Mrs. Hobbs has called upon 
the governor several times recently in 
behalf of her husband. It is admitted 
that Hobb's condition Is such that his 
death may be looked for within a short 
time and his wife has earnestly pleaded 
that a pardon be granted before death 
occurs. 


People who have seen Hobbs within 


a few weeks admit the man Is a physi- 
cal wreck and at the most can live but 
a few weeks. He has been confined to 
his bed all summer and the governor 
has already had physicians examine 
him. They all report his condition aa 
hopeless. Hobbs' leg, which was In- 
cased in a plaster cast for some time 
when he resided in Stockbrld-e, is now 
in bad shape. 


Hobbs was convicted In the superior 


court in Pittsfleld, it being alleged that 
he converted to his own use $20,524 of 
the funds of the bank. He was appoint- 
ed receiver of the bank April 10, 1891, 
and sentenced January 28,1896. He wag 
sentenced by Judge Fessenden to state 
prison at Charlestown, the term being 
six years minimum and 10 years max- 
imum. Hobbs was defended by Law- 
yer Noxon. 


Death of Dr, Oeane 


Dr. Adams C. Deane of Gi<eenfleld 


died yesterday morning. He had been 
usuaJly well up to a short time before 
his death, and only last Friday waa 
wheeled down street by his attendant 
The death of Dr. Deane removes one of 
the leading physicians of Franklin 
county and one of the best known and 
mosit prominent citizens of the town.

Ing Is strictly prohibited. If the Basuto 
chiefs and people hare their way, there 
will be no ultlander question in the 
Lesuto, to give the dbuntry Its correct 
native name. 
And yet the Basuto 


problem must have Its time, and that 
In the near future. Here Is a powerful 
nation of mountaineers, well armed, 
warlike, a nation of horsemen, and un- 
doubtedly spoiling for a fight, Inhabit- 
ing a country as mountainous as Switz- 
erland, with fertile valleys, which en- 
able them to live without the necessity 
of working for the white man, com- 
pletely 
surrounded by 
civilization, 


growing stronger and stronger and 
more confident in their strength. 


Will the British be always able to 


keep them under control by the present 
diplomatic methods? 
How and in 


what direction will they find an outlet 
for their energies? The Basutos are 
extremely jealous of any approach to 
military Interference. During the late 
epidemic of rinderpest a small guard 
of the Cape mounted rifles was posted 
on the border, in the Cape Colony, for 
quarantine purposes. It created great 
alarm in Basutoland, and a son o'f Le- 
rothodl was sent south with a strong 
force as a counter move. The Cape 
mounted rifles were obliged to retire , 
farther from the border to avoid an , 
outbreak. As a matter of fact, a dis- 
turbance did occur, but It was smooth- 
ed over. It must not be Inferred that 
the Basutos are hostile to the British 
power; it only shows that they are 
very much alive to the value of their 
freedom from white control, and they 
are ready on this account to treat with 
suspicion both Briton and Boer. If the 
truth must be told, the Kaffir any- 
where has no love for the white man 
of whatever nationality, but would rob 
and murder him tomorrow If he dared. 
The true state of, Basuto feeling to- 
ward the British can be understood 
from the following! 


The Basutos will fight against the 


Free State not because of love or loyal- 
ty to the queen, but out of hatred to 
the Dutch farmeis,-^ Like all Bantu 
tribes the Basutos are thoroughly or- 
ganized and firmly governed by their 
chiefs. The country is divided politi- 
cally and territorially Into dlstricts.gov- 
erned and commanded by chiefs, petty 
chiefs and head men of the villages 
and, of course, over all fhe paramount 
chief, so that for war purposes this ar- 
rangement would be analogous to the 
commander in chief, generals and otli-f 
er officers of the regular army. The* 
paramount chief derives his great in- 
fluence and position from the fact of 
his being the representative of the 
house of Moshesh, the founder of the 
Basute nation, whose spirit is invoked 
as a sort of deityt and his tomb and 
Stronghold, Thaba Boseigo, or Moun- 
tain of Light, are kept sacred, a verita- 
ble Basuto Mecca. 
To swear with 


uplifted hahd by Moshesh is the su- 
preme and solemn oath of the Basuto, 
Often taken by natives in Free State 
courts of law. 


Nowt as to the Basuto peril—for the 


Basutos are certainly a danger and 
a growing one to civilization—let the 
imperil government take advantage 
of their superfluous military ardor by 
enlisting them for service, say In China 
and India. The Basutos would make 
excellent 
lancers. 
They are born 


fencers and expert in tb« use of tho 
assagai, which is nothing more than 
a light lance. They are splendid rough 
riders and altogether would require far 
less training to turn them into cavalry 
than ordinary European recruits. Their 
term ef service over, they would re- 
turn impressed with the might of Eng- 
land) having learned loyalty and hav- 
ing acquired habits of cleanliness and 
ordef> This would be one of the best 
ways of elevating the race and at the 
same time increasing British Influence 
and prestige among them, and of 
course diminishing the danger to the 
surrounding states and colonies, 
It 


is possible that a body of 10,000 or 15,- 
000 troops could be recruited.

A big county majority for Crane over

The election, of William P. Wood of 


SPittsfleldi tot county commissioner and 
Colonel Frank S. Richardson of this 
city for county commissioner for two 
years to fill a vacancy. Wood's major- 
ity of 2435, and Richardson's of 2248. 


' These were the features In the re- 
fcults at one of the quietest state elec- 
tions In this city and county that have 
been known. In recent years. Chief in- 
terest through th« county was in the 
Blze of the vote for Crane. This was 
5247, as far aa the returns are verified, 
to 3178 for Paine, a lead of over 6000. 
Dalton, Mr. Crane's home town, gave 
Ihlm 564 votes, while 15 sturdy democrats 
^mothered home pride in political prin- 
ciple, and voted for Paine. 


John H. Mack received a vote In his 


home city that was thoroughly satls- 
ifying to himi and to his friends. While 
Ithe Paine vote was only 740, Mack had 
1125, coming within 200 of Bates' vote 
Kor lieutenant governor. 


The senatorship was easily decided. 


ffhis city gave Chase a majority nver 
JTolman, but Pittsfield, Tolman's home 
City, came out strongly with a lead of 
284 for Tolman, while Adams and Wil- 
liamstown went easily for Tolman, and 
ithe small towns of the district were 
solidly republican, not one giving- Chase 
a lead of any kind. Mr Chase was 770 
behind Tolman in the district total. 


There was no contest whatever In 


either of the 
county commissioner 


votes. For the regular election, Mr. 
Wood of Pittsfield was re-elected by 
the handsome majority of 2435. 
He 


carried this city by over 600 and Pitts- 
field by nearly that figure, while only 
two towns in the ocunty gave Eogers a 
lead, these being Alford and Lenox. 
Mr. Rodgers ran 
surprisingly well 


under the circumstances, however, Ad- 


ams giving him within 70 of Wood. 


Col .Richardson of this city carried 


the county by practically the same vote 
as Wood's. This city gave him nearly 
700 more votes than it gave Gallup, 
•nhile Pittsfield 
gave 
Richardson a 


lead of about 600. All the towns went 
for Richardson except Alford, 
Hins- 


dale, Lenox and West Stockbridge. 


The vote throughout the county was 


light, and aside from the senatorship 
there was little interest except for dis- 
trict representative contests. The new 
rule In regard to counting votes which 
forbids counting till after 2 o'clock was 
somewhat offset by the smallness of 
the Vote and the count was finished 
much earlier than was expected.

The defeat of Robert B. Harvie, and 


the excellent run of T. J. Crowley for 
representative, were the features of the 
city election. Mr. Harvie was far be- 
hind in the race, Brown leading him 
in the district of this city and Clarks- 
burg by 312 votes. Mr. Brown is re- 
turned to the legislature by nearly the 
same vote as last year, his vote in 1898 
being 1492. In 1898 Harvie had 1486, 
Card 1158, and Crowley 1102.

came in strong for Card, and lie was 
given the election by 23 votes. 


Harvie ran especially well in ward 6. 


The number of blanks in the represent, 
ative contest was considerable, al- 
though less than last year. 


Mr. Crowley decided this morning to 


ask for a recount of the representative 
votes for the district. He believes that 
he was defeated, but the fact that the 
vote was so close In the city combined 
with at least one error already dis- 
covered, made him think that the re- 
sult would be more satisfactory if a 
count were held. 


It was discovered today 
that an 


error in the footings of ward 7 made an 
error in giving Card 10 votes too few. 
In a 
number of the wards 
it is 


thought there may have been similar 
errors 
in the 
rapid 
footings. 
The 


figures given above in the city table 
are from the present official returns. 


Mr. Crowley says that if Mr. Card 


had more votes than the present re- 
turns show, he should have the credit 
of it, but that whatever the result may 
be,_ he and his friends think a recount 
vould be the best thing. 


The vote of the city was light, being 


213 less than, last year. It was not so 
small as early indications made prob- 
able, however, the afternoon's work at 
the polls being heavier than early in 
the day. It was expected that the re- 
turns would be very late, on account 
of the law 
forbidding counting till 


after 2 o'clock. There was general sur- 
prise, therefore, at the promptness with 
which the wards came in, the returns 
being nearly as prompt as in former 
years. 
Ward 6- as usual 
was 
first, 


coming in at 5.16. This was followed 
by ward 1 at 5.47 and ward 2 at 5.48. 
The returns came in steadily then un- 
til all the wards except 3 were on file. 
There was delay in the copying here, 
and ward 3 did not show up till 7.18. 


The city vote was highly satisfactory 


to republican leaders in the showing 
for Crane. In spite of the small vote, 
Crane had a total of 58 more than Wol- 
oottt had last year Paine had just one 
more vote than went to Bruce last year. 
The blanks were over 100 fewer than 
last year. 


An interesting feature was the cut- 


ting down of the socialist-labor vote 
from 243 last year to 87 this year. The 
socialists have not conducted the cam- 
paign they did last year, and suffered 
accordingly. 


Mack's vote ran far ahead of Paine's, 


while compared with the clemocrcbtle 
vote for lieutenant governor last year 
it was a still more striking gain. 


W. H. Chase was greatly pleased with 


his home vote, which gave him the city 
over Tolman, Richardson and Gallup 
competed for the home vote for county 
commissioner, the colonel carrying off 
satisfactory honors.
